" House. 

The Lord Mayor, on tbe 25th ult., 
entortaiucd tlio" corpoi-ation of tho 
Trinity House at a banquet iu the 
Mansion House. Aniouf,' tbo invited 
guests Y.'ero G eneral Sir Garnet Wolse- 
lev. After the usual loyal .toasts bad 
bo'ou duly bouored, tbo" Lord Mayor 
proposed tbo "Army, Navy, and lie- 
servo Forces," Sir Garnet Wolseley, 
■who was very warmly received, said, 
altbougb as a nation they possessed 
* many virtues, they wert much given 
to croakiuy, and about nothing more 
than-*their' army. He bad, however, 
taken the trouble to thoroughly inves- 
tigato tbo statements recently made 
about tbo efficiency of the array, and 
he bad saiisliod himself that they were 
thoroughly incorrect. Eastern Europe 
was now disturbed by one of the moat 
fearful and horrible wars ever inflicted 
iapon any pnoplc, and altbougb our 
statesmen will uso every possible en- 
deavour to keep tliis country out of the 
strife, and to localize the arena of tbe 
present conflict, they must all feel that 
their interests were at slake; and that 
it was impossible to say when and how 
we as a nation would be dragged into 
the struggb. When a neighbor's house 
was on lire it was a high time for every 
householder to look to his lire engine 
(bBaJtj',; hear). England's fire engines 
■ "Weifether army and navy, and speaking 
in-.tfie;namt» of bis profession, he bad 
nof ' hesitfttiou iu saying that at no 
previous period was tbo army more 
eflicient, more worthy of tho nation it 
represented, more calculated to vindi- 
cate its honor or defeud its interests 
(cheers. ) Tbe army bad always in the 
past justified the coulidonco placed in 
it, and should war bo foi-ced upon 
them, he boliovcd tho army would 
again act upon those principles of duty 
and honor which bad always guided 
their conduct. Sir A. Milne, in re- 
sponding for the navy, expressed a 
strong hope that tbo dignity of Eng-

Cardinal Slanning en Drink. 

The following letter has been ad- 
dressed by the Cardinal Archbishop of 
Westminster to Thomas Webb, of 
Donilworth Square, Dublin, who bad 
written to his Eminence to ask bis 
opinion of the eflfecta of wine ou tbo 
upper aod'medium plassea::- v r 

Dear Sir: I do-not think it enough 
to try to check drunkeness, unless wo 
try to check intemperance. These two 
things are distinct, and need distinct 
treatment. There is a great deal of 
intemperance which never betrays 
itself in drunkeness. To the upper 
classes, worldly respect, fear or shame, 
and many other motives, keep men 
and women within tho line beyo.nd 
which they would bo detected. But 
they wreck themselves and their homes 
by an excessive use of wine and other 
stimulants. Half the misery of homes 
arising from bad temper, sloth, 
squandering, selfishness, debt, neglect 
of all duty, is caused by indulgence in 
wino and the like. The sure and best 
cure is to bring up ohiklreu in simple 
habits, and to guard thorn against 
acquiring the liking for iatozicatiug 
drinlcs. When a liking for the taste is 
acquired the temptation is at once in 
existence. Common sense, as well as 
faith, says, Train up children not to 
know the taste, and thoy will not be 
tempted. I urge this on parents when 
ever I can, and I have before mo many 
happy homes in which children have 
grown up without so much as having 
ever tasted anything but water. They 
will be tho sober fathers and mothers 
of tbe next gonoratiou, If the fathers 
and motbers of to-day bad been so 
trained, we should not now have before 
us so many unhappy homes and cast- 
out children. I say this especially for 
the middle classes. There i.^ no need 
of adding that self-indulgence in drink 
clouds the conscience and all the 
powers of the spiritual life.

THE MINEE8' PROTECTION ACT. 

"Facts is htubborn things," ea.\d Mra. 
Gamp, '•nmi not easy to be drove." The 
facta wo have given concerpiDg'tho incep- 
tion and yassogo of the Miners' Protection 
Aoiare notdistorbed by. the vorioaB ppsi- 
tions ' 'onr oontemp(5rary hafl assumed 
since the appearance of bis first article on 
the subject. Ho then blamed the Gov- 
erumont for the creation of the Act, iiud 
declared that a Mining aiipeiiutoiident 
•wa9 unnecesHary. Khowu by tlio records 
that the Act was originally broiif^ht for- 
■ward by the Lender ot iho Opposition, and 
•was supported by him and liis followers 
in the House; he next oppenred to be much 
concerned for the safety of the miners be- 
oause the Buperintendeut'a valuable sor- 
vicort, when ho is not ut Nanaiiiio, Imvo 
been secured for'Sinother depurtment" ut 
Victoria. Shown by us tbiit only njonth- 
ly inspections -were required, bo yester- 
day denounced tho Superintendent as a 
useletis piece of ofiSoe fdrhituro whioli 
ought to ho dispensed with. Either tho 
Snperiutendeiit is neces ary or bo is uot. 
If he is unnecessary, why is bis presencn 
at Nanaiiuo mlvi^able ut all? Ami if, in 
the opinion of our contemporary, bis ser- 
vices can be di.-<peu!iOd with ultoKothor, 
why should he be required to reside con- 
tinuonely ot Nonaimo when his aervicos 
may be utilized at Victoria? It must seem 
to tho reader that tho Slandard. in an ef- 
fort to say Boniethinj,' unpleasant of tho 
GovcrDment, has ut least proved itself to 
be very illogical. It is triio that tho stu- 
pid joke of our contemuoraiy did not of- 
fend tho gentleman ut whom it was direct- 
ed. Doutlesa he is tie possessor of too 
much good sehse' to tiike offence at a 
feeble attempt to be funny at his expense; 
but it is to bo regretted that the Siaiuiard 
had not the good ta-te to avoid making 
the alliibiun which, iu reality, waa apropos 
to Qotliiug. The public are ui>t coucarti- 
ed to know wLeihur the Avritor liiea his 
paper pieU'eia from ' behind a plute-gla^s 
front or a breast-plate of brass. In eith 
er Case his object, being perfectly trans- 
parent, iti0i>!-ily boeu through. The Min- 
ers' Protection Act is designed to prot'iot 
the lives ami limbj of the working min- 
ers. As sucl) it is entitled io a fair trial; 
and if at the end c*! the present year tho 
pfecantiooB that are muds necesi-ary by 
the Act should be proved to have saved 
but one life, or one poor felloiv's 
body or limbs from disflguremeut or 
fruclure, its object \vill have been 
attained. The S'andard may 8ii(u;r 
at tho Government for the pro- 
tection which it extends, through the 
Miners' Act, to the working miner; but 
the Government will not Kwerve from its 
policy nor repeal tho measure unlil it 
shall have been Bbown to bo ineffectual 
for the purpose for which it was framed.

The cnptaro of Lovatz by tho Russians 
is confirmed by yesterday's dispatches. 
Lovatz liov some eight miles soath of 
Plevna, and was supposed to possess 
'some strategical importance. It will be 
.'seen, however, that the Turks carried off 
their gans with tliem. How, bad tHo 
Tnrhs been sorely pinssed by the Eus- 
■iana, or h id they been driven out by 
them, it is uot likely that they could have 
got safely olT with tho guns. It docs 
seem remarkable that a defeated eiioiuy, 
after having tried to hold a position and 
lost it, should succeed in carrying off nil 
their guns. Whatever may be the upshot 
of the series of engugements iu the vioin 
ity of Plevna it seems clear.'etaough from 
the dispiiiclics that the Turks aban 
doned Lovntz und left a force of infantry 
behind th -m to "hid. 1 the .'"ort" wliile the 
gnus were being carried ^afLly off. "VV'e 
expect later and mere definite intelligence 
to-day. 

MR. JOSEPH'S rioNTIN'S DEATH. 

' Elsswbere wo refer to the death of Mr. 
Joseph Froiitin. Last evening a lady of 
this city received a letter from a friend at 
San Francisco which gives tho following 
particulars of the sad affair: — "iSlr. Fron- 
tin died at ten o'clock yenterday morning 
(Sept. Isi). Ho was confined to the house 
for about three luontlifi iiri^vitnis to bis 
death. He tried tlici disastious experi- 
ment of putting carbcdie acid on a corn.

The Russians carry the Turkish Works! 

London, Sept. 9. — A correspondont 
with tho Russian arruy at Lovatz thus 
describes tbo late battlo. Artillory 
did tho most lighting until 8 a.m., when 
the right wing made a , yuaUf, forward 
and the musketry nriog beoaine • very 
heavy, tbo Turks pouring a steady rain 
of tiro over tlieiv parapets; at 8;-i5 a. in , 
two regiments of iufiiutry ware ordered 
up to assist the tirraileurs of Dubrovo- 
osky. Even at this early hour the heul 
iH intense. An ofiScer reported that 
of these two regiments si.K hundred 
men have fallen by tbo wayside ovei- 
coine with heat.

John Tod, jr., on remand from the 4tli, 
on a cliai'gu of iu'hoii. 

Mr. Harri-^.ou tiHkoil that as no ovidenoe 
had beuu takoa ii;j;Miiist Tod ho should ho 
disuhiirgod, or tliiit as tho oaao of Martin 
■was likely to tiik(^ up the wludi) da}' and 
to-uiorrow, Tod should not be required 
to stay round' tBejGoart-liqaBe. > j h - 
His HoDor safS that Tod Irad bsen let 
out on light bail, iiuillio could not see 
that any harilsbip liud beon incurred. 

Mf. Robertson, as couiiael for Felix 
Martin, said that as no information had 
heon laid against Tod, and as ho was the 
principal witness for Jlartiu, and as he 
vas prevented from calling Tod on ac- 
count of the charKo agjiust liim.lie would 
usk that Tnd should be, at least for the 
proBout, tlischarguil, so tbatie" cpnld be 
called as a witnoiis. 

Tho Court then asked tho Suporinton- 
doat of Police whi lhur ho would allow 
Tod to bo discharged for a time. 

Tho Superintendentasked whether, sup- 
posing Tod was dietibiirged, could ho 
(Tod 1 bring an action against him for false 
imprisonment ? 

Mr. Kobci-tsou sai^l lio kIiouUI not aak 
this, but as an act of duti', that Tod 
ehould bo discharged so the fullest en- 
quiry iiiiglit bamade into tho case; he also 
drew the atfontion 6t the Conrf 'ti) the 
fact that Tod r/as not called as a witness 
at tho inquest; quoting in support of 
Tod's being (.■allt'd, tho hi!o Bravo case. 

Tho Court said that it would allow Tnd 
to bo called as a witceas aad would there- 
fore discharge him now/' ' 

H. L. Jones, being swornvsaid that two 
police oSioers brought a baoket cootoin- 
ing somo black looking fluid to him to be 
esaminod ; it smelt very strongly of coal 
oil. no roiuovo tliGsuifaiio of tlin liquid 
and found a amall qnanlity siilliciout to 
-make a stain on paper. Ho stained a 
similar paper with what ho know to bo 
coal oil; the stains were bovii alike and 
gave the same odor in burning; ho then 
came to tho conclusion that the flnid in 
the vessel wtis a mixtiiro of wat(»r, cinders, 
coal oil and liq ior, uuil inado such a mix- 
ture. B itllo mavkcil "A" contains tho 
the manufactured liquid ; "D" tho skim- 
ming from the bucket Itss the cinders. 

In aoBwer to Mr, Uobi-rteon— Had seen 
tho spot where tho liquid was taken from; 
it wa"* poiritoil out by Sergeant Bloom- 
fleld; it «-!is und"r tin? hickm-s at tha back 
of tile bar;tlio [ilaci' \v,i-i uf tL-rwiu d-i point 
cd out by Mr. .hickrion ; li id siibseqnontly 
'"BJade'an examination of the stnfT iyiug 
about; he gathoicd up tlie rubbish and 
ciutlerH to the distance of G feet from thia 
locker; could tiud no smell of coal •il in 
it; tho (siueii of coal oil was confined to G 
or 8 inches fnioi th.M'd.u'c of tlio lockor; 
reinmnbered .Mr. lark; o;i i-liowing liim 
two broken bottles; they arc tho samo as 
those produced; ouo contains coal oil en-

In auHWor to '^lt. Robertson— Martin 
was indebted to him in March last about 
S820on a hill of hale, hut altogether thoy 
iiatl advanced about SIGOU; he had ro- 
quosted paymout of thii about February 
aud boliaved it was all settled in March ; 
had no knowledge us to how j\r»rtin got 
tho money to pay tho remainder (iff. 

In answer to tho Court — -Martin is in- 
debted to the Jirnj now about $400 or 
g506;- ho baliorod Martin had paid in 
jnoaey to bis apoount ounrent. 



Mr, Eobertson asked His Honor whe- 
ther he considered it necessary to call any 
evidence or whether he thought that tho 
case had fallen through. 

Hie Honor said that he considered 
quite Buffloient evidence bad been given 
to warrant the counsel in continuing the 
case. 

John Tod, jr.,, was then called ond be- 
ing sworn, in answer to Mr. Robertson, 
said he was in Martin's saloon on Sunday 
morning the iiud SoiJtenibiU'; he was there 
during tho night; there were presout T. 
Wilson, A. Eickmau, G. Roynolds, Iv. 
Partridge, Martin, and himself; thoy wore 
in the small card-room fronting on Fort 
street; they were playing u game of pokor 
with $1 limit, G. Reynolds and Partridge 
left first;they left sometiino after 3 o'clock, 
might bo about 3:30; after this the four 
romaiuiug coutinued to play cards; Hick- 
man left next, about 10 or 1.5 minutes be- 
fore tho witness left; on lliokmau's leav- 
ing ho (witness) got up to leave, but Wil- 
son proposed to play six deals' more, tho 
witness stayed and played Wilson Biut^Io 
handed, at the end of that Wilson left; it 
was Bometimu between •i:;30 and 5a.m.;up 
to the time Rickmau loft Martin was in 
the game, during the tirae they wore play 
iog Martin came and counted for them 
after the first two deals; the whole game 
only lasted about 10 minutes; did not ro- 
oolleot^Martin bringing drinks or cigars 
duriog the first twe deals; when Wi Isou 
left Martin was in the. card room. After 
Wilson loft he (witness) sat at the table 
and counted some §12 or S13 in f-ilveranu 
&H soon as that was dono pushed it over to 
Martin and told him to put it away; Mar- 
tin ihen went ioto tba saloon, while wit- 
nass remained and counted three or f jur 
So notes: that being finished witnass got 
up and mot Martin at tho door of tho sa- 
loon on his way back to tho card 
room. They thou both started together 
through the ki-Ioou autl out by tho Fort 
Ktvoot entrance; did not recollect Martin's 
going into the inner card room; the door 
was opsn between the two card rooms;did 
not observe anything; unusual tho matter 
with Martin; did not smell anylhiug par- 
ticular; after leaving the saloon they both 
went to Steitz'is to get some breakfast; 
they got there about 5 a.m.; before thoy 
they had breakfast thoy heard the lire- 
bellB;dariag the time thoy were waiting 
did not think they spoke above a very few 
words; did not go out at once to tha fl'-o; 
did not see where tho fire way til! thoy 
got to the PostoSice. Martin and he loft 
the saloon two or thrco minutes after Wil- 
son left; did not recollect feeing Martin 
turn off (he gas; had a conversation with 
the Superintendent of Police on Sunday 
about 12 o'clock; he asked the witness to 
bd a witness at an enquiry tho next day; 
he (witness) asked the Superintendent if 
ho had Martin in gaol and on his (Supt.) 
saying yes, told him that ho (witness) was 
with Martin all tho time; ho(witues3) had 
no idea that he. would bo arrested then; 
there is $2000 due to him by Martin on a 
bill oJt sale; the money his advanced he 
got out of tho Bank of British Columbia; 
the bill of Bale proilucetl was delivered to 
hiin; the bill of sale of tho 30th of 
July was giren because ho could not got 
tho first registered; considered that tho 
security was mora than good for what 
Martin owed him; ho (witness) took part 
in trying to put out the fire; helped to 
haul the hoso up Thompson's stairs; Mar- 
tin aud ho had tried to get in by Fort 
etreot, but not being able to got up had 
gone round to Government street; saw 
Martin there; did not see him again dur- 
ing the firo. The receipt produced was 
for iaterest on the mortgage up to 22ad 
August. 

In answer to tho Superintendent— 
When thoy were leaving the saloon Mar- 
tin did not turn back as if ho had forgot- 
ten something; would swear that he never 
told anyone that Martin turned back; diil 
not get a transfer of any policy of insur- 
ance; never saw any coal oil on ' the pre- 
mises. 



AFTER RECESS. 
Fanny Stottarts, being sworn, said she 
was Martin's sister-in-law; romoinbored 
Saturday evening the 1st of September; 
i\Iai tin dined at homo that evening; he 
went us usual to the front "stops' smoking 
his pipo and watching his children play- 
ing on tlio grass; ho left tho house be- 
tween G:30 and 7 p.m., to go to his buni- 
ni'ss; when ho left he had a stick in his 
hand only; nothing more than usual w.ns 
noticeable in his manner; paw him next 
on Friday evening. Partridge ciUed 
there on Sunday eveoing; Mrs. Martin 
received him; tho conversation was about 
coal oil; Partridge said coal oil w;is there 
(at the lire) and askeil whe-ther Martin 
could tako coal oil from the house;tlie wit- 
ness flaid ho could not have taken co d idl 
without her knowlodgo as .she had charge 
of it; Martin did not tako at\v coal oil 
from tho houso; Partridge then a.^ked 
whether she had ever seen a sm.ill keg ly- 
ing about tho bouse; tho witi)0.'>.s told him 
no, bhe hail not; this wus the tirst time 
Partridge had ever visited the boiiao; Par- 
tridge had sent up word that be wanted 
to see Mrs. Martin particularly; beseut up 
word by one of the children; Mrs. i\larlin 
asked ]-'artridgti whe ther lie \v:is witii 
Martin wIk'Ij Ijo was arri.'>fod; J'.u'.i i. Ige 
,-a:d he was; i\Iia. iMurtin n.slied liini how 
M.utiu luokoil and I'.utiidgo suid he 
(Partridgej looked the guiltier of the 
two. . . . , . , . 

In answer to tbo Superintendent — No 
other oonversation toon [ilaoo. 

In answer to tho Conn — Alway.isaw 
Martin leave; tho coul oil is kiqit in a 
.storeroom; never saw a bottle, liko the ouo 
produced, in tho hou.so. 

Mr. R. Beavon, beiug sworn, said ho 
remembered Martin.applyiug to him for 
a loan either in March or February last; 
did not know whether anyone was jiress- 
ing him at lliti time; did not neg.jlinto the 
loan; did not oxauuno the jjroiai.-es. 

H. Lyuo, tentilied that ho carrioil Tin; 
C'oLONi.sT ujwaiiaper; ho dulivei cd tho pa- 
per at Geo. Reynolds' near tho Driard 
House; delivered apaper on Sunday the 
2iid Soptembor, at his house; could not 
a.iy the tiiue;biit thought about 1:10 a in.; 
ooiilil not say whether it was light thou. 

■T. Sohl — Sold a qunntity of goods to 
Martin in .Juno last; a KideboarJ and 
a lounge; wouhl not be sure wbother they 
went to the saloon or his own houso; tlie 
value of all tho goods he sold was S-ld: 50; 
ho believed thoy were all for the saloon. 

In answer to tho Court — This bill hud 
not bo paid. 

In an.swor to tho Su]i«rintendont — Ilo 
was requested to make out tho bill by Mr. 
Mills, 

John Woiler— Had supplied goods to 
Martin since Janimry ISth to August 3il, 
amounting to 355 '7iS; last goods sup- 
plied were for the aalooii was on Juno 
'i'Jth; this bill had boeii paid by iiolos, not 
cash; had supplied goods to Martin very 
often since he came to,tl;e colony; always 
found him prompt; tbo notes ars not yet 
idU«. ' ' ■ ' ■• •

A. Roso, hoiDgsyroni.^said he knew E. 

Partridge; remembered having a conver- 
sation with him since tho firo, on Monday 
or Tuesday oveuiug: Partridgj said there 
had been a private examination mado and 
an attempt had been mado to assail his 
character, and that if thoy did so ho would 
try and convict Martiu; Partridge had not 
spoken to him on this sabjeot siQoe; ' wit- 
ness had, however, spoken to hini abodt 
a Htatemeot mado by Partridge in the 
cross-examiuatiou, and Parlidgo admitted 
having made the statement; did not know 
that he had denied having made a state- 
ment in Court. , Thii.'iwas daring the ad- 
journment. 

George Beynolds, being sworn, said 
that be assisted Martin to uncover one of 
tbo billiard tables; saw Martin romoyo 
some plaster from tho billiard table; did 
not see the Superintendent thoro at tho 
time; Martin was present, also the Super- 
iotoudent, when Sergeant Bloomfield was 
taking up some liquid from behind tho 
bar. ...'..^ 

In answer to the " Court— Recollected 
signing a document; did not know whe- 
ther it was a bill of sale, could not say 
what it was; saw Martin after be uncover- 
ed the table standing at tbo north end of 
tbo bar with a cash box in bis baud. 

James McKeuzio testified that he was 
foreman of the'Hook and Lidder Oo. and 
was presout at the tiro on Sunday the 2d' 
Se|)t.; was in tho billtrd-room for a few 
minutes after the lire; did not soo the po- 
lieo there then; several persona were 
thoro drinking and smoking; did not per- 
ceive any .smell of coal oil; seeing this 
going on at the bar ho went and looked 
for a policeman; saw Bloomfield and told 
him; Bloomfield said he had sent ofllcer 
White up. 

Georgo Fry said ho was an ollicorin tbo 
Cu.'-toiUH; on 3d Feb. last iMarliii entered 
a billiard table at the Ciistor-ihouH'-' (4 
packages) and one lot rails; tho value of 
the whole was $'150, tho dutj paid was 
$78.76; the duty on billiard tables ia 17% 
per cent. 

— Johnson, a colored man, Paid ho had 
been employed by Martin for several 
years; he cleaned out tho room on Satur- 
day morning previous to tho firo; be 
swept out behind tbo bar; had frequently 
seen a small bucket, similar to the one 
in oduoedi behind tbe bait; oould not say 
for certain that he' saw it ' on Saturday 
morning; did not take any notice whether 
there was anything in it; knew the inner 
card room; had seen a ])aper basket in 
there; it was a biuket standing about 1% 
feet high; knew Partridge, tho barkeeper; 
had never beard him say anything about 
carrying on the business before the flie, 
but had heard him say sinoe the fire that 
some of his friends were advising him to 
carry ou tho business; had never Beou 
any coal oil there. 

John Duncan, aworn — Was in the em- 
ploy of Hayward & Jenkinson; removed 
the board produced from the saloon at 12 
m., to-day; he took this from the second 
locker in the middle tier on the lefthand 
side; he took thi-i out in tho j^resenco of 
I\lr. Hayward and I\lr. Jackson; there is 
a strong smell of coal oil on it; from the

Now, tho bur 
keeper sivears that ho never saw such 'a

would lliruw huspicion on another; it 
would not bo to his benefit to destroy tbo 
whole builiiing, but to 80 damage it that 
ho might pet posseasiou for R small sum 
Aud then ooriy on the busines*. -Next, 



tho benefit to be gained by Martin, tha 
mortgage diawu np in Mr. Pollard's of- 
fice, prevents Martin having any pecunia- 
ry interest in tho room; but on tho other 
hand ho is thrown out of business with 
barely a cent in his pocket, and likely to 
remain so uulosj anything remains after 
tho other creditors are jmid ofl". Again, it 
is necessary, to examine the aopused's be- 
havior at the fire. What do we find him 
doing? Why, helping to put tho firo out 
and then trying to prevent ovcr clestrnc- 
tiou of liis property by tho water; 
this has been proved most clearly by 
John Tod, is a most reliable witness, 
and ouo to whom a most cruel injury bad 
beon dona by.the police. He (Mr. Rob- 
ertson) was glnd that His Honor bad tak- 
en this viov, of tbo ca'?e aud ordered him 
to be discliaigod. Tho most important 
evidence of tho proseoutiou is given by 
Ib)hort Partridgo, but that ovid'-uco f.dls 
to the ground ooiuplolely by tho suspicion 
which rests on hini.

If that 
suspicion had auy semblauco of truth in 
it the fire would have been burning for an 
hour and a half prior to the rooms being 
vacated, and it would be impossible for 
them not to have smelt the fire, especially 
as the door hel weeu tho two rooms was 
open. lu the ovidoiico of the samo wit- 
ness ho says ho does not romembur where 
Martin was during tho time Wilson and 
he were playing tbe first two games, and 
prior to Martin coming and counting for 
them. Again the defence give no expla- 
nation as to whiit has become of the i?42 
or S-13 given Martin- by Tod just before 
they left tbo room. Nor do they attempt 
in any way to explain the presence of coal 
oil behind the bar. ^
